A.-- A short time befere I preught this suit I saw E.R.Garrisen 
in Jenesville late ene afterneen, somewhat intexicated. Seme time 
the next merning, I auppese about 8 or 9 O'cleck [ atarted te Pens 
nningten Mr, as I new remember, I passed by the heuse ef Mary Wil- 
liana eon the tewn branch abeut ene-half mile frem Jonesville, whieh 
heuse has the reputation ef being a heuse of i11-fame, and in Seing 
se, I saw E.R.Carrisen and at Williams, whe is a neterious proati- 
tute, sitting en the frent prech ef said heuse. Carrison was enly 
partially dressed, I think he did net have en any ceat er cellar. 
They were very clese tegether, and had a bottle, which I toek te be 
whiskey, eut ef which first ene and then the ether was drinking. 
Pravipis to settine epvesits te said heuse, I[nhad passed Mary Fil— 
lians and her twe beys in the read, ceming twwards the tewrn ef 
Jonesville, se the enly eccupant ef the house left there was Mat 
Williams. %efere I ret out ef sight of this heuse, Garrisen and 
Mat left the perch and went inside together. 

I was werking in the Clerk's Office and issued the license 

fer the marriage of FE... Garrison te his wife, gome five or six y 
years ago. "rem the time of their marriage, im to the time of their 
separetion, they lived torether near Penningten Cap, in Lee County, 
Vireinia. Seon after they aenarated, seme ten months age, I was 
sepken te by Mrs. G arrisen about brinzine a suit for diverce,. She 
wes then living with her mother in the Pecket in Lee Ceunty, Virgin- 
ja, and haa centinually lived there sinee, er at least I have seen 


her there a nmimber ef times since, 
And further this denenent saith net.
